(P\—Two new 35,000-ton battle- 
ships, the Anson and the Howe, 
ere now at sea with the British 
fleet, the admiralty disclosed to- 
day, and the Anson already has 
heen in action with her. high-angle

front.

French Plants 
Levied on For 


Nazi Workers

VICHY, Oct. 20.—(4)—Pierre 
Laval renewed his appeal for 
Frenchmen to go to work for Hit- 
ler in a radio speech tonight in 
which he annouriced an agreement 
for a levy upon each factory 
“which will be obliged to furnish 
a certain number of workmen.” 

The chief of government said 
‘this new levy was agreed upon by 
his government “out of apprehen- | 
‘sion lest measures of constraint be | 
applied to France.” 

(An hour after Laval com- 
pleted his speech General 
De Gaulle, Fighting French 
leader, told the French people 
in a London broadcast they 
were proving by their resist- 
ance that they were “engaged 
in a revolt against the treas- 
onable leaders of Vichy.” De 
Gaulle urged still greater re- 
sistance to Laval and his col- 
laboration clique. 

(Although Laval left open 
the technical question of 
whether he would order 
forced labor conscription, sea- 
soned French observers in 
Bern,. Switzerland, considered 
his speech as preparation for 
conscription since his appeal 
was not expected to yield the 
150,000 volunteer workers de- 
manded by Hitler.) 

Laval told his listeners that his 
government was “resolved not to 
tolerate resistance’ to his appeal 
that workers go to Germany de- 
spite their “love of liberty and of 
independence.” 

“The government must be obey- 
ed,” he said. 

“The highesfInterests of France 
demand that we undertake a pol- 
icy of entente with Germany,” he 
said. “I am directing the policy of 
France in such a way that France 
shall not be the victim of a Ger-

Tax Bill Today 


WASHINGTON, O , 20.—(>)— 
Congress dumped history’s biggest 


desk today.

dividual income tax payments will 
start January 1 with the “Victory 
tax.” 

Drafted to increase revenues by 
$6,881,000,000 at a minimum but 
disputed estimate, the measure 
nevertheless went to the White 
House labeled “inadequate” by the 
Treasury. 

President Roosevelt disclosed he 
intended to sign the record tax 
bill, raising billions in new reve- 
nue, before midnight tomorrow. 

Another Bill Asked, 

He told a press conference he 
had to do so in order to make 
excise tax provisions effective No- 
vember 1, 

Secretary Morgenthau recently 
called for another tax bill to yield 
an additional $6,000,000,000. Con- 
gress leaders were uncertain when 
a start would be made on the new 
bill, but it was generally thought 
that action would be deferred un- 
til after January 1. 

The present bill, molded to camn- 
promise form by conférees of the 
house and senate, received its final 
congressional approval today in 
short order. The house discussed 
the measure briefly and approved 
it by a standing vote of 130 to 2. 
The two dissenters were Repre- 
sentative Hinshaw, 
California, and Robsion, Repub- 
lican, Kentucky. Hinshaw dis- 
liked the victory tax and Robsion 
thought several items could have 
been improved. 

Unanimous Vote. 

The senate talked the .measure 
over for an hour, heard some sharp 
criticism of the 3 per cent tax on 
freight bills, and then approved 
the bill by a voice vote which 
sounded unanimous. 

The measure raises income tax 
rates to their highest level yet. 
The normal individual income tax 
rate is increased from 4 to 6 per 
cent. To that is added a grad- 
uated surtax starting at 13 per 
cent and increasing to 82. At prés- 
ent the surtax ranges from 6 to

Germans F ail 


To Show Gains 
After 24 Hours 


By HENRY C. CASSIDY. 

MOSCOW, Wednesday, Oct. 21. 
(P)—The Russians announced to- 
day that their Stalingrad garrison 
had repulsed two*furious German 
attacks supported by 70 tanks in- 
side the city yesterday, and 
quoted Nazi captives as saying 
their divisions had lost 70 per 
cent of their effectives in the last 
few days. 

A midnight communique fold 
of the continuing successful Rus- 
sian defense, now in its ninth 
week, after front dispatches dis- 
closed that the Red army was 
strengthened by reinforcements 
ferried across the Volga river and 
intermittently relieved by cold 
autumnal storms sweeping the 
area. 

The Germans first hurled a 
regiment of motorized troops sup- 
ported by 40 tanks against Rus- 
sian lines in the workers’ settle- 
ment, the communique said, but 
“the enemy was flung back its 
initial position.” 

Waves of Tanks. 

“Later in the day the Germans 
sent 30 more tanks into the at- 
tack,” the bulletin § -continued. 
“This attack also was repelled 
with heavy losses to the enemy in 
men and tanks. At the end of the 
day our troops firmly held their 
positions. 

“Our troops likewise repulsed 
all enemy attacks in the area of 
one of the factories. German war 
prisoners stated the German divi- 
sions which participated in the at- 
tack during the pats few days have 
lost 70 per cent of their effec- 
tives.” 

Soviet troops above Stalingrad 
were said to have strengthened 
their positions in local fighting on 
the Nazi flank with one Russian 
detachment wiping out two Rue 
manian infantry companies, and 
antiaircraft gunners 
down two Nazi planes, 

In the Caucasus the Russians 
said their counterattacking troops 
captured a populated place and 
“continued to press back the Hit- 
lerites” in the Mozdok area which 
bars the Nazis from the Grozny 
oil fields. 

A communique indicated the 
end of a 24-hour period in which 
the Germans had been unable to 
extend their salient in the ruined 
factory sections. 

1,500 Dive Bombers. 

The tremendous dive bombing 
of the last few days, at one time 
involving 1,500 aircraft in one day 
over a single narrow sector. died 
down for a time in the face of 
blustery winds and cold rains. but 
it was resumed in full-scale with 
improvement in the weather. 

(The German high com- 

mand claimed that an addi- 
tional block of houses was 
occupied in the northern sub- 
urbs of Stalingrad and added 
that “mopping up activities on 
the grounds of the gun factory, 
Red barricade, continue.” The 
German propaganda agency, 
Transocean, quoted military 
quarters as saying that the 
Russians now hold “only a few 
square kilometers” of Stalin- 
grad, including three key cen- 
ters of resistance. Paradoxical- 
ly, the agency added: “The 
tenacity of Soviet resistance is 
evidenced rather by the num- 
ber of barricade and other po- 
sitions obstinately defended 
by the enemy than by the area 
of the city not yet in the 
hands of the Germans). 

The Red Army’s position ad- 
mittedly remained serious. The 
Russian troops cramped on the 
west bank of the Volga within 
Stalingrad were counting on river 
communications, now under shelle 
fire and Stuka attack, as their 
principal if not their only source 
of supplies.

Any cook or housekeeper will concede that 
it is easier to provide the family table with 
food out of cans than with the same food 
bought in its fresh and natural state. The use 
of the can opener has become the symbol of the 
cook who must take as few minutes as possible 
for the cooking of the household meal. 


Modern science has made canned foods 
almost, if not quite, as palatable and good as 
fresh produce. The can, for foodstuffs, has 
become not only a convenient short cut for 
cookery, but also an economical and delightful 
way to provide a variety of diet. 

Nonetheless there can be no doubt in any 
reasonable mind there are always a few cans 
bought by the home shopper which could be 
replaced by foods bought while fresh, without 
benefit of canning. Vegetables, for instance, 
may be purchased from the vegetable bins in 
your favorite store, instead of off the canned 
goods shelves. Fresh fruit can always be found 
to take the place of the canned fruits you have 


“grown accustomed to. 

The importance of replacement of canned 
goods by the fresh produce is emphasized by 
Charles L. Sheldon, chief of the container 
branch of the War Production Board. If every 
housewife in the United States will buy just 
one less can of food each week, says Sheldon, 
the year’s saving on material which goes into 
the making of those cans will provide: 

Steel to make 38 Liberty freight ships of 
10,000 tonnage each. 

Tin for 360,000 77-mm. howitzers. 

Rubber (yes some cans have a small amount 
of rubber in their make-up) for tires for 2,000 
: Jeeps.

Spanish Rumblings 

The possibility of the formation of a Span- 
ish government-in-exile comes as no great 
surprise when one considers that Franco and 
what he stands for do not represent views of 
the majority of the Spanish people. Reports of 
the stirrings of such a movement emanate 
principally from Mexico and other Latin- 
American countries where large numbers of 
anti-Falangist and anti-Nazi Spaniards are 
now residing. The Spanish government-in- 
exile would have as its Salient objectives the 
overthrow of the Fascist Franco regime and 
the establishment of a government along demo- 
eratic lines. 

Adding interest to the reports is the fact 
that in many cases these refugees represent 
the better brains of Spain. Those who would 
gladly participate in any action against the 
Nazi idea include scientists, politicians and 
intellectuals both of Republican and Mon- 
archial Spain. Thousands of men of this type 
fled Spain after the Civil War and came to 
the New World. The largest number found 
haven in our neighbor south of the border, 
Mexico. These men are alive to the future, 
from selfish and altruistic viewpoints. They 
stand ready for action. 

As for practical politics, the Monarchists 
seem to have the greatest numbers at the 
moment. Yet this body visualizes the down- 
fall of Franco, restoration of democratic mon- 
archy, and eventually a national plebiscite 
to determine the will of the people. From the 
point of view of the United Nations, the rum- 
blings in Mexico among the men of Spain 
augur well for things to come.

seriously. Kaiser’s production record with 
Ships to date, plus his promise tq reduce still 
further the time between laying of keel and 
launching, speak for themselves. He has a 
habit of getting things done, and is fast be- 
coming a legend and a symbol of America in 
action. 

How he gets his results is worthy of analysis, 
and Kaiser, in making his statement about 
the handicapped, says he uses many such per- 
sons in his plants. He works on the prac- 
tical basis that if a physically handicapped 
man or woman has the necessary skill to do 
a job in a Kaiser-operated property, only the 
person’s skill is considered in hiring him. As 
an example, he cites that deafness does not 
interfere with work or efficiency of men and 
women in many types of jobs in his shipyards. 
The policy is simplicity itself: to employ and 
train all the employable persons possible. 

This is a leaf out of the Kaiser book that 
can be well taken by other production men. 
There is a great reservoir of manpower in the 
physically handicapped, loyal Americans, eager 
and anxious to do their share in helping to 
win the war. If Kaiser can slash through 
prejudice and old-line thinking to use these 
people, so can others.

Bomber Techniques 

That the American concept of aerial war- 
fare over France has gained rapid acceptance 
by the British is demonstrated by the raid 
carried out Saturday by a force of 94 Lancaster 
bombers on the Schneider Armament Works 
at Le Creusot. 

The chief difference in the tactics used by 
the two air forces is that forced by the dif- 
ference in plane types and bombing procedures, 
The Americans, with high-altitude Flying 
Fortresses and Liberator bombers and pre- 
cision bombing techniques, go over at great 
heights.

| WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
FOR BIGGEST ARMY WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Our mill- 


tary leaders are taking a far-sighted 
view of the war in laying plans for building an Army larger than 


that of any other nation in the world. 

Already we have developed an armed strength of 4,250,000 men, 
which is as large or larger than the Army was 
during the first World War. Plans call for ex- 
panding this force to twice or three times its 
present size. By the end of 1943 the program 
calls for an Army of at least 7,500,000, possibly 
larger, depending on the way war events shape 
themselves 

The necessity for organizing such a tremen- 

dous force finds its origin in the uncertainty 
that exists over Russia. Russia now has the 
largest equipped army on the Allied side, per- 
haps the largest in the world. If she should 
go down, the burden of supplying the man 
power for carrying on the war would rest with 
the United States. We alone of the United 
Nations would be able to fill the gap. China 
has large sources of man power, but her army 
is poorly equipped, fighting with nothing more 
than rifles for the most part. 

Great Britain, including her dominions, has 
an army of some 4,000,000, plus a large navy. Obviously what the 
British have and what could be secured from the Chinese would 
be inadequate to deal with the situation if Russia were knocked 
out. We would have to provide the bulk of the forces necessary 
to defeat the Axis. 


AXIS STRENGTH As against the Allied armed strength, the 

Germans have an army estimated at ap- 
proximately 10,000,000, The Italians have several million men under 
arms, and the Japanese have an army of at least 3,000,000. 

Here, then, is a total force of some 16,000,000 men on the Axis 
side. If the Russians remain in the war—and there is no doubt 
now that they will—our manpower problem will be greatly simpli- 
fied. But the part of wisdom demands that our military leaders 
make provision for every possible contingency. Hence the neces- 
sity for laying plans for an Army which may be greater than we 
require. 

Organizing a huge American Army fs only the first phase of the 
problem, since we are bent on taking the war to the enemy rather 
than build up merely a defensive force. The amount of shipping 
required to move a large Army overseas is colossal. Published 
figures indicate the magnitude of the operation. It is estimated, 
for example, that to transport 1,000,000 American soldiers with 
equipment to overseas fronts in the Atlantic theater a total of 1,000 
ships of 10,000 tons each will be required. To maintain them once 
they are landed overseas, the constant use of 200 ships is required. 


NOT FIGURING LOSSES That is not figuring any losses of 


ws ships used in the operation. Neither 
is it counting the great number of ships that would be required to 
move troops from their European bases to the battlefronts on the 
continent. If we are planning to send several million men to 
Europe, then the shipping requirement is multiplied in proportion. 

Ship tonnage requirements for maintaining American troops in 
the more distant South Pacific area are even greater. An esti- 
mated 300 ships of 10,000 tons each is necessary to supply a force 
of 500,000 troops in Australia. 

The shipping problem is such, therefore, that we cannot hope to 
move a great Army abroad in the immediate future, even though 
the training program were already completed. It will be another 
year before our shipyards can turn out the necessary tonnage. Our 
ship building program calls far the construction of approximately

A MOTHER WRITES (Faith is a mysterious quality. It is 


written that if one has faith, even 
no more than a mustard seed amount, one may move mountains. 
This would indicate that faith is difficult to attain: that it is 
not an ordinary possession; that even if one possesses a small 
amount it is not always kept. 

Many persons have faith, or think they have 
it. It can be jolted out of them by a tragedy. 
A person who loses an only child after months 
of intense suffering, has difficulty retaining any 
sort of faith. A great fear, disappointment, 

greed, or anger may drive faith out of one. 


No one may say what faith is. There must 
be various qualities of faith. The fanatical 
Arab, follower of Mahomet, rushes into battle 
with an utter disregard of death because of his 
faith in the belief that if he dies he will go 
to a heaven where there are soft rugs, beau- 
tiful gardens, and many beautiful girls, all to 
wait on him and please him. 


The faith of the early Christian martyrs was 
another sort. They could walk into the arena, 
where the Romans gathered for sport, and go 
singing to their death as the lions were loosed 
on them, . . 


It is difficult, I think, to attain complete faith as long as one 
is bound to the material. It assuredly must be a condition of the 
mind; an ability to put aside material concepts, and have a faith 
that is not shaken by every wind that blows; by every shred of 
gossip, or bad news. 

I did not mean to get off on this subject. 
a letter from the mother of a soon-to-be 19-year-old boy. 
had done a job of reasoning which struck me as rather fine. 

She wrote of herself 


“AVERAGE AMERICAN MOTHER” 
as “an average 


American mother.” I am sure she is. But the point is, she has 
not done an average job. She did not write for publication, but 
Il am going to use the letter, minus her name: 

“Because I am an average American mother; because I read 
your column daily; because my big, fine son reaches his nine- 
teenth hirthday next Thursday, and because some other mother may 
find comfort as I have in the deductions I have persuaded myself 
to reach, I am writing this to you. 

“I have noted the harrowing escapes, the close calls, the hair- 
breadth experiences that my son, an average boy, I believe, has 
had; I am trying to convince myself that the Army Air Corps, in 
which he is a reserve, will be just about as safe, physically, as the 
world in which he has grown up. 

“At six he was thrown from a pony, sustaining only a broken 
arm and many bruises. He could: have landed on his head. 

“At seven he suffered a critical illness, which ‘resulted in two 
radical mastoid operations, and for many weeks his life hung by 
a thread. 

“At nine he lost himself on the top of a mountain in a dense 
fog, and only some Unseen Hand kept him from a slippery precipice. 

“At camp he was one of a horseback caravan lost in the moun- 
tains all night, while anxious directors searched. 

“At 12 he fell from a footlog while crossing a creek landing on 
his head on a jagged rock. The camp doctor took 12 stitches, and 
your Mr. Ralph T. Jones, who was present, wrote a column about 
him. : 

“A group of boys were riding their bicycles, and a grou 
motorist struck and killed one of them. It could have been*my son. 

“Later a group of boys were playing: leapfrog, with my son in 
the crowd, when one of them tumbled on his neck, and died a 
few days later. 

“Then there were the feverish, hectic years of adolescence, 
which, if any mother lives through, should admit her to Heaven 
with no questions asked at the pearly gates. 

“I am omitting football, all the children’s diseases that were ever 
heard of, the automobiles, the speeders, and all the average dan- 
gers. And as close as I have been to my son I know that there 
are many of the most thrilling of all his experiences that some 
kind Providence has kept from me, 

“Now, won't you agree with me that the average boy will not 
be much worse off in the service of his country? Of course, I am 
only kidding myself, because if by any act or deed of mine I could 
spare him what may lie ahead, I would commit that deed, but I 
would not call him mine if he did not want to go. That is a shame 
I do not think I could bear. Proving that nothing is so bad but 
what it might be worse. 

“Please do not think that I am silly. I merely believe that many 
parents have not thought back over the years full of as many 
dangers probably as the future. Surely the Kind Providence that 
has brought him thus far will not cease His vigilance, and if my 
sd has to be a soldier, may he follow in the foosteps of his father 
avid grandfathers, and be a good one.”

Henrietta’s poem, however, 
was inspired by more than loy- 
alty to ideals and natural love 
for a free and democratic coun- 
try. Her maternal uncle, Alli- 
son McCants, is an internee in 
Shanghai, where he was head 
engineer with the Shanghai 
Power Company when that city 
was taken by the Japanese. He 
was to have left there last Jan- 
uary, but was among those de- 
tained, although not actually a 
prisoner. 


Mrs. McCants, who resides in 
Charleston, S. C., and other 
members of the family had ex- 
hausted every possible means 
of contacting Mr, McCants, but 
to no avail. And it was not 
until the recent arrival of two 
of his friends aboard the Grips- 
holm that the family learned 
that he is alive and well. Just 
before leaving Shanghai, one of 
the friends was given a packet 
of letters by Mr. McCants, with 
the request that they be mailed 
when the Gripsholm docked in 
the States. These, however, 
were confiscated by Japanese 
officials, much to the distress of 
the friend, who contacted Mrs.
